Tills opera having been produced with considerable 


effect, at the T rem on t T heatre, wo thought that the 


truly Gorman and horrible story upon which it wan 


founded, might be interesting to our readers, and there­ 


fore extract the following graphic analysis of it from 


the ninth volum e, 112th page, o f the N ew Englaud 


Magazine :— 
“ Robert i« the son o f a princess o f Burgundy, who, 
being knighted, sets off in quest o f adventures, accom­ 
panied by Bertram, who appears as his friend and broth­ 
er in arms. 
Bertram is, 
in reality, a friend, and the 
father of R ob ert: he is 
permitted to wander on the 
earth (or a certain number of years, at the expiration 
o f which, if lie cannot persuade some mortal to cove­ 
nant his soul to the infernal poSrers, he 
is doomed to 
return to his torment. 
Robert his own son, is the indivi­ 
dual whom 
he has fixed upon to* substitute instead of 
himself in his infernal abode ; snd the play turns up *n 
his attempts to induco Robert to make a covenant with 
the devil. 
T he rnosic of the overture is majestic, 
wild, and 
mournful ; and the drop scene, which covers a stage 
largo e n o u g h to contain utmost any other theatre, re­ 
presents a confused and frightful muss o f precipitous 
rocks ; a vast and impenetrable abyss yawns open in the 
midst, over which a dusky fiend hovers, with outspread 
wings. 
All seems to announce the sublime and awful 
scenes which are to ensue. 
Robert has fallen desperately in love with the prin­ 
cess Isabella, of Sicily, who is to be the prize o f the 
conqueror in a tournament about to be held at Palermo. 
T h e first scene represents a large number of knights, ca­ 
rousing in front of their tents, neart hecity, among whom 
are Robert 
and Bertram. 
A young girl 
is presently 
brought in by their pages, and is rescued from violence 
by Robert, who recognizes her as his adopted sister.— 
She has come to announce to him the death of his 
mother, and brings him a letter containing her lust ad­ 
vice. 
lie is overcome with affliction at the news, and 
cannot bear to 
read the letter, which he entreats his 
sister, A lice, to 
preserve for him. 
Bertram 
tries to 
console him, and, under pretence o f diverting his mind, 
engages him in gaming with the other knights. 
Robert 
loses, and Bertram advises him to double the stake ;— 
s.till he loses, and again doubles ; the fiend is at his el- 
elbow , and governs the chances, so that they are con­ 
stantly against him. 
Still encouraged to go on, he continues to lose—his 
bags of money, his ingots of gold, his jewels, the dia­ 
mond chain about his neck, and finally, his horse and 
armor, and his golden-hilled sword, with the rich 
gbevtu.

represents a wild and mountainous country ; on the 
right hand are seen the ruins of a classic temple ; all 
appears desolate and lonely ; and a rude cross, erected 
among the rocks, indicates that some hapless traveller 
has been murdered on the spot. 
T he lover of Alice 
appears, having promised to meet her here ; but Ber- 
'ram preseutly com es in, and, wishing to be alone, per- 
tuades the young man to go to a distant part of the 
Mountain, in the hope of finding a treasure. 
Bertram 
tomes to meet the spirits, with whom he is associated, 
md to do homage to the infernal king, 
lie hears their 
thouts in the caverns under the earth, and they call 
ipon him to descend. 
Trembling, he obeys, and dis- 
ippears amidst tho ruins of the temple. 
In the mean- 
liu c, Alice arrives, and is greatly disappointed at not 
In ding her lover. 
All is stillness ; she calls him by 
mme, but no answer is returned ; nothing is heurd but 
ler own voice, long echoed among the mountains 
?he sky now becomes overcast ; tho distant roar ol 
lie storm, and the low mutter of thunder arc heard 
fom mountain to mountain. 
Alice listens in dismay ; 
sie is distressed at tho absence of her lover, and fnght- 
eied at the loneliness and gloom of the place. 
YV liilo 
sle stands thus perplexed, the silence is broken by a 
sh ut from under the earth, so loud and terrific, that 
it seems as if all the spirits of darkness had been let 
loise. 
It is the rioting of the fiends, to whom Ber 
Iran has descended. 
No words can adequately des- 
crbe this infernal music ; it is a strange mixture of ut- 
t¿i remorse and agony with wild and reckless joy. 
A thousand voices appear to join in the frightful 
chorus, that they may dun the sense of w o, in the un­ 
couth riot. 
T he awful Bound is heard but a moment, 
aid again all is silent. 
Alice is horror-struck, but can 
hirdly believe her senses. 
Again the terrible chorus 
hirsts forth from the earth, und she, all trembling, 
approaches the mouth of a cuvern, in the ruins, whence 
ih i sound issues. 
At that moment, flames blaze forth, 
anJ Bertram rushes out, pale and terrified by the fury 
of his kindred spirits. 
Alice screams at the sight of 
hiia, and swoons at tho loot of the cross. 
Bertram 
rouses her ; he is now betrayed ; she knows his true 
character. 
By threatening to destroy her lover, he 
obliges her to take an oath, not Jto reveal to Robert 
what she has seen. 
Meantime, Robert approaches ; lie 
hai been defeated in the tournament by a friend, whom 
Bertram sent in the place of his rival, and is now in 
utter despair ; lie believes that his mistress is lost to him 
forever. 
Bertram confronts him, and still promises 
him aid. 
He wishes to strengthen his power over him, 
by involving him in crime ", for he lias been told that, 
if he cannot induco Robert to sign the covenant be­ 
fore midnight, he must him self return to his sufferings. 
The scene now changes, and the theatre represents 
the rums of a convent. 
On one side is a long cloister, 
tho arches o f which open in a roofless and ruinous 
church, which is filled with graves. 
Various tombs are 
seen in the cloister. 
T h en “form, according to the 
fashion of the tim es, is square ; and on a slab, raised 


sheets, step from their resting-pliro— at first, almost 
inanimate, as awaking from the slumber of ages, then j 
becoming more instinct with life, and finally advancing, : 
with slow and measured step, toward* the master-spirit 
who has awakened them. 
Siiil the 
trumpet pours 
forth its solemn notes, and hosts of spirits com e flitting 
through the aielies ; every grave yields up its tenant, 
and all bow before the enchanter and receive lus com ­ 
mands. 
T he slow and solemn music is now changed to a 
livelier strain ; the nuns fling off their shrouds and ap­ 
pear ns beautiful girls. 
Some of them 
set up an altar 
to their master, and offer incense to him ; others, in 
reckless mirth, throw dice, and gamble in their own 
tombs. 
Robert appears in the midst, Bfid a bevy of 
them dance round him , lead him to the tomb or St. 
Rosalia, and endeavor to persuade him to pluck the 
branch, 
lie «tarts— for th e statue reminds him o f his 
mother ; he is horror-struck, and retires from the tomb*;
